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Gy TRANCE things are happening in the 
Eugene-Crescent Lake area of our railroad 
as can be seen in the pictures on this page. 


That odd looking object bobbing over the 
trees in the picture at the right is a “Kiteon”— 
an eight-foot long, half kite, half balloon filled 
with hydrogen—which plays a vital role in 
Southern Pacific’s experiment with microwave 
radio communication. Each winter in this 
mountainous and wooded country, with our 
telephone and telegraph wires exposed to the 
dangers of storm and falling rocks and trees, 
uninterrupted communication becomes a major 
problem. Hence the interest in microwave, an 
invisible beam of light which carries sound and 
pays no heed to even the severest storm, 

This microwave beam must travel on a line- 
of-sight; it cannot penetrate certain objects— 
and that is where the kitoon comes in. A route 
for the beam between Eugene and Crescent 
Lake was planned on a map but the map does 


not show tree heights. The experi- 
ments will show if the map route 
is practical. At the start of the 
experiment, the kitoon was sent 
aloft in the mountains south of 
Engene. A team (left) with binoc- 
ulars and field radio in Eugene 
notified the team in the moun- 
tains when the kitoon became vis- 
ible over the trees. Markings on 
a cord attached to the kitoon 
show its elevation and tell how 
high a tower should be to give 
line-of-sight route to Eugene. In 
this same manner, location and 
height of the two additional tow- 
ers necessary to give a line-of- 
sight route from Eugene to Cres-

PART TIME “PROFESSORS”

GENT A. H. “Jack” Gast of New- 

berg, might well deserve the title of 
“Professor” for the exceptional work he 
is doing in instructing student agents. 

When the student agent training pro- 
gram was started back in 1947, Newberg 
was chosen as one of the desirable 
stations for a telegraph operator to learn 
the fundamentals of running an agency, 
The training period is for three months, 
and agents at stations where students 
are placed are given only the broadest 
instructions as to how the training pro- 
gram should be conducted. Each agent 
is placed more or less on his own 
initiative as to the actual methods of 
instruction. 

Considerable credit goes to Agent 
Gast for the very efficient system he set 
up. He obtained a duplicate set of books. 
One set he and his cashier keep as 
regular station records, and the other is 
handled by the student agent. The stu- 
dent is required to handle each and 
every transaction of the station, subject 
to advice and correction by Gast and E. 
F, McMullen, the cashier, who has been 
an excellent “assistant professor.” 

As an example of how the system 
works, Telegrapher E, C. Bannenberg 
who completed the course at Newberg, 
recalls his first day at the station, when 
he turned to the cashier and asked what 
his cash balance was for that day. 

“Don't answer that,” Gast told the 
cashier, Then turning to Bannenberg he 
said, “You tell us how much cash we're 
supposed to have!” 

Among the students graduated by 
Gast are Kenneth Bosanko, now agent at 
Lyons; Clayton L. Foss, agent, Cascade 
Summit; R. J. Fabnlander, extra agent; 
and Telegraphers Wm. Romanshek, 
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“Professor” A. H. Gast, agent Newberg, in- 
structs Student Telegrapher Erwin C. Bannen- 
berg on cash book entries. 


Dwight M. Allison, Roger A. Forster 
and Laverne P, Fowler, E. C. Bannen- 
berg (above) was Gast’s latest student. 

One of the features stressed by Gast 
with his pupils is good housekeeping 
and his station is noteworthy for its 
cleanliness and the orderly manner in 
which files and records are kept. 

Other agents on the Portland Division 
who are doing good jobs training stu- 
dent agents are L. M. Halverson at 
Toledo; Virgil L. Spurgeon at Corvallis, 
together with the able assistance of his 
chief clerk, R. H. Fegley; Ciyde R.

‘Bis Six” Forces Are Safety-minded 


\7 OU don’t need a miracle to re- 
duce accidents on the job—just 
common sense and determination. 
This is being demonstrated at the 
“Big Six” Stations located in Port- 
land, Sacramento, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Oakland (2). 
Toward the latter part of 1946 the 
five big freight stations in the cities 
mentioned above (Gakland Pier was 
added in 1948 to make the “Big 
Six”) decided that something should 
be done to improve their Safety rec- 
ords. So in 1947 they started com- 
peting with one another with re- 
newed pep and enthusiasm. The 
result was that the number of report- 
able accidents for that year dropped 
to 22 as compared with 91 the year 
before, In 1948, with Oakland Pier 
added, they dropped to 13. Contin- 
uing the downward trend, they had 
seven last year, and two for the first 
five months of 1951. And it didn’t

take any magic formula to do 
the trick; only lots of hard 
work and cooperation among 
the supervisors and their 
forces at these stations.

tem amounted to $261,846,192, or $48,- 
545,941 more than revenues for the same 
period of 1950. 

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $200,695,094, 
or $32,967,245 more than expenses for 
the same 1950 period. 

Railway tax accruals, including $7, 
559,474 for uncmployment insurance 
and Company's proportion of employe 
retirement taxes, totaled $32,698,468, or 
$10,265,814 more than such accruals for 
the same period of 1950. After deduct- 
ing taxes and $8,116,756 of net rents for 
use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $20,335,874, or $6,033,781 
more than Net Railway Operating In- 
come for the same period of 1950. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the pub- 
lic, and other fixed charges, before final 
Net Income is determined. For the five 
months ended May 31, final result was 
a Net Income of $16,376,530. This was 
$4,687,886 more than the net earnings 
for the same period of 1950.

[NOUS TRIAL clerks (or carload 
checkers, as they are called at some 
stations), the “Hawkshaws” of the 
freight sheds, are constantly on the 
prowl to ferret out the reasons why 
freight is damaged. 

The industrial clerk starts cach day 
by taking a yard check of all cars 
spotted in his district so that demurrage 
records can be kept up to date and 
records of empties available for loading 
can be kept complete. © 

When the industrial clerk finishes 
checking the empties he routes himself 
through his district, checking carloads 
before they are unloaded, affording spe- 
cial attention to “stop off” cars. If dam- 
age is noted in any car, a complete and 
accurate report is made out, covering in 
detail how the lading was loaded, the 
method of bracing and the apparent 
cause of damage. 


The industrial clerks carefully watch 
how cars ate loaded. If they see a 
shipper doing something wrong, such 
as. using an improper loading pattern or 
bracing a load with lumber that is too 
light, full of knots or otherwise defec- 
tive, they show him how the job should 
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be properly done. To do this it is neces- 
sary that the industrial clerk be fully 
familiar with the methods prescribed for 
loading carload shipments in closed cars 
as presented by the Operating-Trans- 
portation Division of the Association of 
American Railroads. 

After the car is loaded the industrial 
clerk goes over it carefully, assuring 
himself that everything has been done to 
fulfill regulations. Then he seals the car 
and signs the bill of lading. 

During the course of the afternoon, 
the industrial clerk again checks “stop- 
off” cars that have completed partial 
unloading in his district, He must be 
certain that the stop-off consignee levels 
and rebraces each disturbed load so 
that the car can complete movement to 
destination without damage to the re« 
mainder of the contents. 

‘The industrial clerk at larger stations 
is often the only contact between the 
agent and the shipper and through his 
constant contact with the customers he 
is able to render invaluable assistance in 
solving problems to shippers.

The necessity for 
not exceeding the maximum coupling 
speed of four miles an hour is em- 
phasized. 


Alexson also stressed the importance 
of strict compliance with Transportation 
Department rules which provide that 
clear hand signals must be given and if 
a yardman’s hand or lamp signal cannot 
be seen, switching should be stopped 
until the yardman is in a position where 
his signals are visible.

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60 BUSY MINUTES: So great an enterprise are the American railroads, says the 
Lynn (Mass.) “Telegram-News,” that the only way to describe their accom- 
plishments with comprehensive statistics is to break down the figures in 
terms of one single hour. During that hour, any one of the 24, more than 
1,000 trains leave their starting terminals and an equal number arrive at 
their destinations. In that same hour, the railroads will handle nearly 17,000 
express shipments and 1,300,000 pounds of mail. They will receive for ship- 
ment 4,200 carloads of freight and deliver 4,200 other carloads. On the 
financial side, the lines will pay out every hour $100,000 for federal, state 
and local taxes, more than $200,000 for operating supplies, and more than 
$500,000 in wages.
